British ships of war, But its position—-between 
Africa and South America, $5 day's’ sleam, from 
England—made the journey a very ‘expensive

; but the increase of steamships has robbed 
the island of this means of communication, 
So it comes about that only by a chance com- 
mercial venture’shall we be able ta obtain tid- 
ings of the httle community, . 

Small as the population is, ithas been steadily 
growing, {n 1817, when the British garrigon 
was withdiawn, Corporal Glass, his wife and 
family, and two other men were the only in- 
ts left behind, In 1826 there were 
seven inen and two women recruited from 
virious shipwrecks, these had increased in 
1873 to Sy. but dwindled to 64 ‘in 1896, of 
whom the females considerably exceeded the 
males, ; :

Everything is shared out proportionately 
among the different fymilies, of whom there are 
16, and the people do not care to take anything 
that cannof be so divided. : 

Other things of which they stand in need are 
Hous, chocolate, tea, biscuit, sugar, flannel’ and 
serge, punpowder, nails, strong furniture, and 
grindstones. .
